REPORTS OF OFFICERS, BOARDS AND COMMITTEES: Written
reports received were Housing Authority minutes for August 15, 2000;
Milford Aging Services Commission minutes for August 23, 2000;
Fire/Rescue minutes for July 11, 2000; Police Dept. Activity Report for
August 2000.

Fortune noted that Mark Frey and the maintenance dept. along with himself
will be drafting letters to the Environmental Protection Agency
regarding changing regulations of the arsenic level.

Cooper _informed Council that the final assessment on the State Street
Project has been completed and a statement in the amount of $191,984.83
has been submitted to Southeast Community College for payment. The
money should be received around Sept. 14, 2000 which will be deposited in
this fiscal year. Estimated cost for flashing lights in crosswalks is $5,000.00
with WATTS.

PAVERS has not been able to come up with a schedule for hard surfacing of
the alleys. The same situation has come up with M.E. Collins and the street
repairs. Checks will be cut and held until the work is completed.
COMMUNICATIONS: Sales tax received for the month of June 2000 was
$11,920.64. A letter was received from Francis Grimes thanking the
Council for the curb improvements made to “B” St. on the west side of
Schlegel’s grocery store. He also suggested replacing the handicap stall back
to the most northern parking space on “B” St., on the east side. Council
suggested placing this issue on the October agenda. Notice of SEWCOG
meeting received from SENDD for October 24, 2000 at the Seward Civic
Center from 7:00 — 9:00 p.m. Correspondence received from Kirkham



Michael on the Flood Mitigation Plan. An aerial photo was presented to the
Council of the areas that would be surveyed also a note dated Sept. 5, 2000
notifying Council that field survey of structures has been completed. A
letter was received from Vernon “Pete” Peterson noting that he is not happy
with the way the cemetery has been maintained. Bruha informed Council
that he has been out marking sidewalks for repair and letters will be sent to
home owners with a time frame for completion of project.
Chief of Police Siebken reported that the City’s 4% of the 911
communication costs came in at $8,167.20 which was much lower than the
budgeted amount. After the arrests made in Sept. the concensus was that the
R.A.P. program is a good investment for the City. $953.00 was spent on the
program last year.  Bockoven complemented the Police Dept. and the
Maintenance Dept. on a job well done during the Family Fun Days.

INTRODUCTION AND ADOPTION OF RESOLUTION: FINAL MILL LEVY:
Council member Burroughs introduced the following resolution which was seconded by
Fortune.



RESOLUTION #368

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
MILFORD, NEBRASKA:

WHEREAS, Nebraska Revised Statute 77-1601.02 provides that the property tax
request for the prior year shall be the property tax request for the current year for purpose
of the levy set by the County Board of Equalization unless the Governing Body of the
City of Milford passes by a majority vote a resolution or ordinance setting the tax request
at a different amount; and

WHEREAS, a special public hearing was held as required by law to hear and
consider comments concerning the property tax request; and

WHEREAS, it is in the best interests of the City of Milford that the property tax
request for the current year be a different amount than the property tax request for the
prior year.

NOW, THEREFORE, the Governing Body of the City of Milford, by a majority
vote, resolves that:

1. The 2000-2001 property tax request be set at $.6072.

Authorize Signature-Engineering Serv. for Water Tower Proposal: A
motion was made by Fortune and seconded by Cooper to authorize the
Mayor to sign proposal for engineering services for water tower refurbishing
made by Olsson Associates. Roll call vote: Fortune yes, Cooper yes,
Bockoven yes, Burroughs yes. Motion carried.

Authorize Signature-Engineering Serv. for Water Dist. System
Improvements: A motion was made by Fortune and seconded by Cooper to
authorize the Mayor to sign proposal for engineering services for Water
Dist. System Impr. made by Olsson Associates. Roll call vote: Fortune yes,
Cooper yes, Bockoven yes, Burroughs yes. Motion carried.

Award Bid-Sr. Center Meals: Burroughs noted that 2 bids had been
received. A motion was made by Burroughs and seconded by Bockoven to
award the meal bid to Sunrise Country Manor in the amount of $3.00 per
meal. Roll call vote: Burroughs yes, Bockoven yes, Cooper yes, Fortune
yes. Motion carried.

Open Alley-Scott & Kathy Stutzman: Kathy Stutzman was present and
informed the Council that in the last couple months she and her husband
have been blocked in the alley several times. She noted having to drive on
someone’s yard to get around a parked car that she did not recognize. She
was interested to know where the Council was with this project. Irene



Boshart wondered how the City was going to remove snow. Bosharts have
also cleared the dirt pile from the area. Fortune mentioned that 2/3 of the
alley is already accessible to individual garages or drive-ways. Blevens was
asked about legal procedures and noted 2 different options. Working out an
agreement with the family or condemning the property, which is a long
process. If petition to condemn, the county would have 3 different
appraisers determine the value of the property. Could go to a Jury Trial. It
was mentioned to get a local appraiser and make a proposal to purchase the
land. Fortune felt that the Council was heading in the right direction towards
opening the alley. A motion was made by Fortune and seconded by
Bockoven to proceed in attempting to open the alley. Roll call vote: Fortune
yes, Bockoven yes, Burroughs yes, Cooper yes. Motion carried.
Revision-Personnel Manual: Bockoven presented Council with revisions
to the personnel manual after discussion with Chief of Police Siebken,
Maintenance Supt. Mark Frey and City Clerk Jeanne Hoggins. Bockoven
updated areas of the manual in accordance with law. Some areas of
discussion were: harassment policy, overtime compensation, probationary
period, additional holiday and wellness bonus. This item will be placed on
the October agenda for final review.

Approve Payment Cert. #1-Earl May Seed & Nursery, State Street
Project: A motion was made by Cooper and seconded by Burroughs to
approve payment to Earl May Seed for the retaining wall in the amount of
$6,027.40. Roll call vote: Cooper yes, Burroughs yes, Bockoven yes,
Fortune yes. Motion carried.

Executive Session-Real Estate: No action taken.

ADJOURNMENT: A motion was made by Bockoven and seconded by
Fortune to adjourn the meeting. Roll call vote: Bockoven yes, Fortune yes,
Burroughs yes, Cooper yes. Motion carried and meeting adjourned at 9:05
P.M.
